Students weak 
in social studies

To have an understanding and an 
appreciation for the world and its 
events is crucial for existing in 
today’s society, according to many 
top professors. It is a fact, however, 
that current students are missing out 
on the chance for this kind of knowl¬ 
edge. Many states in this country 
offer courses like World History and 
Geography but only on an elective 
basis. 

A recent article in the Indianapo¬ 
lis Star prompted The Northern 
Lights to conduct its own poll of 100 
North Central seniors on their knowl¬ 
edge of a few common history and 
geography facts. The results re¬ 
flected the national trend as reported 
by the Bradley Commission on his¬ 
tory in schools, which found that 
these subjects should have “a larger 
and more vital place in education.” 
The commission also reported that 
many students are not exposed to any 
social studies until the fifth grade, 
and 50% of all high school students 
do not take world history. 

Only 17% of those polled cor¬ 
rectly named the fall of Rome to be in 
476 A.D. Furthermore, another 40% 
could not name the date within 500 
years. Montreal, according to 23% 
of the students asked, is the capital of 
Canada. Another 21% correctly 
identified it as Ottawa. 

North Central teachers agree that 
students have great weaknesses in 
the Social Studies areas. “I wish 
more students would take as many 
history classes as possible, “states 
Mr. Guide, because it would make 
them more well-rounded individu¬ 
als.

In truth, the members 
are often athletes, musicians, or almost any other type of students. Some even 
have good tans and perfect vision. But I digress. The point is, varsity letters 
carry a great deal of respect. 

The letters would make a valuable asset to our school’s academic teams. 
The system of varsity letters has been proven to work well through decades 
of use for athletic teams. Students like to be rewarded for a job well done. Of 
course, the academic competitors receive intrinsic rewards such as self- 
respect and responsibility for their efforts, just as athletes and musicians do. 
But they need to have stock in the school community and to be involved in a 
way that other students can recognize. 

There needs to be more pride taken in academic prowess. If school is 
viewed as a preparation for life in the “real world,” then academic courses and 
competitions are at least as important as anything else found in the school 
sphere.

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Dukakis' views , opinions on presidency

“The best America is not behind us 
the best America is yet to come,” says 
Governor Michael Dukakis at the 
end of most of his speeches. For the 
past year Mr. Dukakis has been run¬ 
ning for president to make that state¬ 
ment fact. 

Governor Dukakis graduated Phi 
Beta Kappa from Swarthmore in 
1955 and afterwards spent three 
years in the Army during the Korean 
war.Upon returning he attended 
Harvard Law school and graduated 
twenty-one in his class of 500 in 
1960. 

The Governor has been in public 
service for over twenty-five years . 
After an eight year stint in the Massa¬ 
chusetts state legislature ,he moder¬ 
ated the public television show” the 
Advocates “for four years.In 1974 he 
was elected to his first term as Gov¬ 
ernor and is currently serving a third 
term.In 1985 the National Governors 
Association,of both democrat and 
republicans,voted him the nations 
most outstanding Governor.

budget ten straight years and has still

In this electoral season, republican 
George Bu$h will run for president of 
the United States with Dan Quayle as 
his vice presidential running mate. 

George Bush shares the common 
goal of all Republicans. He has a 
desire to build from the numberable 
private-sector resources that Ronald 
Regan generated under his admini¬ 
stration. Bush is also ready to face up 
to runaway spending with either a 
line item veto, a constitutional bal¬ 
anced budget amendment or both of 
the two. Bush feels that Dukakis 
would only reverse the policies that 
we have today. Dukakis’s track rec¬ 
ord speaks for itself. In Massa- 
chusets. Governor Dukakis has 
raised taxes by 115 million and in¬ 
creased spending twice as fast as the 
federal level. Bush proposes not to 
raise taxes. 

Although Bush used to be pro- 
choice in the abortion issue, he now 
opposes abortion—except in the 
cases of incest, rape of medical dan¬ 
ger of pregnancy and childbirth to the 
mother. As far as child care is con¬ 
cerned, Bush proposes a creation of a 
refundable toddler tax credit of up to 
as high as $ 1000 per child under four 
years of age for low income families. 

If Bush were elected, he claims that 
he would also continue to support the 


current programs that attack the drug 
problem on a Federal, State and local 
level. He also supports the death 
penalty for drug kingpins. 

In terms of education. Bush sup¬ 
ports teacher competency testing and 
merit pay for teachers and principals. 
He also feels that the $1000 toddler 
tax that he proposes will aid in send¬ 
ing more lower income students to 
college in the future. 

But what about strategic defense? 
Foreign policy? Bush favors re¬ 
search on the Strategic Defense Ini¬ 
tiative, (SDI, Star Wars) and also 
favors the treaty to limit intermedi¬ 
ate-range nuclear forces. 

Amid the debating to declare who 
can deliver the best sound bite, Vice 
Presidential candidate Dan Quayle 
has been stuck in the center of atten¬ 
tion for much of the 1988 election. A 
junior senator from Indiana, Quayle 
has had much more experience than 
given credit. Says Bush of his 
choice, “I’ve made my decision, and 
I would not change it. I’m fully 
confident that I made the right 
choice.” 

George Bush is a presidential can¬ 
didate who stands for America. 
Contends Bush, “I am with the 
American people. And I share your 
values.”
